The Department of Agriculture. 

This important and valuable bureau is 
again subjected to ordeal, a bill to abolish 
it being under-consideration in the house. 
In view of the great benefits that have 
already accrued to the farmers of Geor- 
gia from the establishment of the depart- 
ment, and the broad field of usefulness 
upon which it has just entered, it.is pass- 
ing strange that an effort is made to do 
away with it. The intelligent, reading 
farmers and other citizens of the state are 
impressed with the great value of the 
various manuals which have, from time 
to time, been issued by the indefatigable 
commissioner. The information about 
crops, and the timely and practical sug- 
gestions as to the best methods of utilizing 
labor, rotation of crops, composting, 
planting and cultivating food | crops, 


monthly and other circulars of the de- 
partment, must have ‘Yesulted in 
benefiting our people to a degree 
beyond all proportion to the small appro- 
priafion from the treasury. So far, how- 
ever, from being a burden on the tax- 
payers of. the state, it has not only re- 
sulted in conferring the general benefits 
alluded to, but has actually paid into the 
state treasury from inspection fees, over 
and above all expenses of every character, 
including the appropriation for the de- 
partment proper, the snug sum of $20,000. 
It is claimed by those who would destroy 
the force of this argument that the in- 
spection fees are paid by the consumers— 
the purchasers of the fertilizers inspected. 

This claim is confidently denied by 
those best informed on the subject, in- 
cluding some leading dealers in guano; 
but be this as it may, the benefits of the 
inspection laws, and the great protection 
they afford to both dealers and consumers, 
are so unquestionable that it is a matter 
of but little moment who pays the fees, 
where each receives a benefit. 

As evidenee of the appreciation of our 
department by leading men outside the 
state, we are permitted to copy the fol- 
lowing from Mr. William H. Yeomans, a 
member of the state board of agriculture 
of Connecticut, and one of the most suc- 


cessful practical farmers in the country: 


STATE OF CONNECTICUT, 
BOARD OF AGRICULTURE, 
COLUMBIA, November 14, 1878. 

Honorable Thomas P. Janes---Dear Sir: Ihave 
just received. your Fifth annual report and sci- 
entific manual, for which I desire to express my 
thanks, and also to congratulate you upon the vast 
amount-of oo you are accomplish for the 
agricultural portion of your state. I ow not 
whether the plan you have pursued and are pur- 
suing is original or not, but I am free to say that 
the earrying out of the plan is a work of which 
you may justly feelproud. While I would not 
speak disparagingly of my own state, I must con- 
fess my belief that your department of agriculture 
isat the present time conferring a greater ben- 
efit upon the farmers of your state, if they will 
only accept it, than all the auxiliary agricultural 
societies—the state agricultural society, the 
state board of agriculture and our experiment 
station—combined upon our own farmers, and 
for the reason that you are placing in the hands 
of your farmers just that kind of information 
which they need, and which would not be had if 
coming through other channels. The manuals 
which you have issued (on the sheep, the hog and 
sclence) arouse thought, being taken in hand and 
carefully read, while more exhaustive treat 
would unnoticed. I have not yet had op- 
perean ty to examine your scientific manual, but 

have no doubt but that it is. divested of all 
technicalities and is so simplified as to become 
attractivé and entertaining, and so popularized, 
as all science must be. , 

Your ‘system of soil tests of fertilizers 
isone which, while of inealculable value, both 
to the farmer and to the{dealer, will also commend 
itself to the purchasers of commercial articles in 
that line. 

In facet, I can hardly see how your mode of con- 
ducting the operations of your ore could 
be advantageously improved, and am _ confident 
the future agricultural pros ty and advance- 
ment of you state will be a | dence of 
the success or your labors. *

Sanitary Demands and Cenclusions. 


We do not as yet know whether yellow 
fever is indigenous in certain cities of this 
country, or whether it is invariably im- 
ported, or whether it is sometimes im- 
ported and sometimes spontaneous. The 
doctors disagree, and we may not soon 
definitely know the truth. We, there- 
fére, hold that the last-named theory is, in 
the absence of professional agreement, 
the one that should be adopted by all in 
authority. The origin of the disease is, 
of course, the most important point of 
the great unsolved problem, and as long 
as it remains unsolved it is best to assume 
that the outbreaks are sometimes due to 
importation and are sometimes indigen- 
ous. The American public health asso- 
ciation did not attempt to settle this ques- 
tion. It simply resolved that the epidem- 
ic of 1878 did not originate spontaneously 
in this country,and the main question 
was remitted to the yellow fever commis- 
sion, with the recommendation that the 
investigation, alréady satisfactorily begun, 


ne i view of the uncertainty that exists | 
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i : ‘the great emount of 
count at times when no is prevailing or 
threatening. | 
The association was very much divided 
over the question of a national board of 
health, but it did not hesitate to earnestly 
recommend the establishment of state 
boards of health. “In the deliberate 
judgment of this association,” they said, 
“4 is the duty of every state to establish 
andadegquately maintain an efficient state 
board of health, and to as great extent as 
practicable contribute to the protection of 
the public health within itsowncommon- 
wealth, and to that of the whole country ; 
and that the power and duties of state 
boards of health should be so well defined 
by law and so fully provided for in the 
policy of the state administration that 
the sanitary interests and protection of 
all places in the state should be insured.” 
These are the chief conclusions of a 
body of men who have had better oppor- 
tunitiés for the study of yellow fever than 
most of their fellow-men. They amount 
to about this: a very thorough investiga- 
tion of the whole subject should be made 
under the auspices and at the expense of 
the general government, and pending 
such an investigation we should endeavor 
by a thorough quarantine to keep the 
disease from being brought into the coun- 
try, and by thorough sanitation to keep it 
from springing up spontaneously in the 
cities and districts frequently visited in 
the past by it. The duty of towns that are 
less endangered is also plain. They should 
put into practice the elementary princi- 


ples at least of sanitary science; they. 


should have clean streets, good drainage, 
both of houses and grounds—in a word, 
pure air to breathe and pure water to 
drink. All these things should be se- 
cured, not only to ward off yellow fever, 
but all other infectious diseases. The 
recommendations of the doctors at Rich- 
mond include these things; and until we 
know more than we do now it is emi- 
nently unwise to disregard them. Atlanta 
assuredly should not; for our prosperity 
and unexampled growth are based upon 
freedom from epidemics and general 
healthfulness. me 
The English and Afghan Forces. 

There have been greater wars than the 
one that the English are waging against 
the Afghans, but few more interesting 
ones if the present war is to decide, 
as many believe, whether Russia or Eng- 
land is to be mistress of Asia. It is plain 
that the ameer did not court war from 
England without assurances of some kind 
from Russia. Shere Ali has a favorable 
reputation. He may not be as great as 
his father, but he is not a fool, and that 
he would be to invite England’s wrath 
without assurances of Russian sup- 
port in some shape. But as the English 
columns do not expect to go far into the 
ameer’s country this season, we can leave 
Russia out of present calculations of 
strength. 

Recent mailadvices put the strength ofthe 
columnssent by the viceroy to conquer the 
offending ameer at 21,475 men, including 
5,288 Europeans. The field strength is, 
however, only 17,822, including 4,597 
Europeans. This force is operating in 
three distinct and widely separated parts. 
The column in Khyber pass, commanded 
by Sir Samuel Brown, has a field strength 
of 6,705, of whom 2,625 are Europeans. 
General Brown served with great distinc- 
tion on the frontier and during the mu- 
tiny, getting his Victoria cross for the 
faction at Supoorah, where, with one or- 
derly, he rode upon a nine-pounder gun 
that was raking his men, and, single- 
handed, fought the gunners so that they 
could not réload. Though he was badly 
wounded in the knee and had his left 
arm severed, he cut down seven antago- 
nists. “Sham Broon” is worshipped 
among the native soldiers for his daring, 
his wonderful horsemanship and his skill 
as a sportsman. 

The Koorum column, commanded by 
Major-General F. 8. Roberts, has a filed 
strength of 5,237 men, of whom 1,092 are 
English. General Roberts has served for 
twenty years in the quartermaster-gener- 
al’s department, besides taking’ part in 
active service. He has been twenty- 
three times mentioned in dispatches, 
earned the Véetoria cross at Delhi for sa- 
bring a color-bearef in the breach and 
taking his flag, and fought at Lucknow in 
the Umbeyla expedition, in Abyssinia, 
etc. He is in the prime of life—active, 
vigorous and hardy. 

The third, or Quetta column, has a field 
strength of 5,880 men, including only 880 
Europeans. Its commander is Major- 
General A. S. Biddulph, who first at- 
tracted notice asa cadet at Woolwich, 
'saving a comrade’s life at imminent peril 
of hisown. He distinguished himself in 
the Crimea, has held many high posi- 
tions on the headquarter staff in India, 
and enjoys the reputation of beinga very 
popular general. 

The objective point of the Khyber col- 


jumn is supposed to be Cabul, of the 


Koorum column, Ghuznee, and of the 
Quetta column, Candahar. A glance at 
the map will show through what passes 
and how these columns are moving, at 
least at the outset. At present our pur- 
pose is not to show what the campaign of 
the English commander, Sir Frederick 
Paul Haines, is, but, leaving that for a 
future article, to point out the strength of 
the contending parties.

WARNER, C. J. 

This was a bill filed by the complainant 
against the defendant with a prayer for an 
injunction, upon the allegations contained 
therein, to restrain it from using its gas-pipes 
on certain described premiises, or for carry- 
ing or passing its gas from its gas-works to 
Broad street, or forany like purpose what- 
ever. 

On the trial of the cause, the jury, under 
the charge of the court, found the following 
verdict: “‘We, the jury, find for the com- 
plainant, in that the defendant remove the 
pipe at its own expense within ninety days, 
making the walls good, finding no dam- 

”’. A motion was made for a new tria! 
on the grounds therein stated, which was 
overruled, and the defendant excepted, 

The court entered a decree upon the ver- 
dict. of the jury, to the effect that the de- 
fendant be allowed ninety days. within 
which it may remove from the complain- 
80 
its main gas-pipe; provided it can remove 
the same without permanent injury to the 


pense, fully restore and repair all damage 
and injury that may be done to the wall of 
the buildings, if any, by such removal; and 
that after ninety ony Ae this date, that 
the defendant be forever enjoined from 
using said gas-pipe for carrying gas, or for 
any ether purpose on or through the com- 
plainant’s premises. This decree is also ex- 
cepted to as onerous by the defend- 
ant. The eoert charged the jury as follows: 
“If defendant had a verbal license from any 
former owner of the lots in question to lo- 
cate and use its gas pipe on or through said 
lots, or either of them, and if defendant, in 
pursuance of such license, expended money 
or incurred expense in preparing for the use 
and enjoyment of such easement, then such 
lttense would be irrevocable. But if com- 
plainant, D. J. Meyerhardt, afterwards be- 
came the owner of said lots by conveyance 
from or under such former owners, and if 
said Magernants was a bona fide purchaser 
of said lots for value and without notice of 
defendant’s said easement, or of the fact 
that the pipes were located on or 
through said lots, then complainant would 
be protected against defendant’s claim of 
easement. Meyerhardt’s rights.in this res- 
pect would depend upon the question 
whether or not he had notice, at the time 
he purchased and took a conveyance t6 the 
lots. Notice to him after that time would 
not affect his rights under a purchase that 
was courplete before notice. 

“If a person has notice of:aty fact 
which would put a. prudent man on in- 
quiry, then the notice of the existence of 
such fact would charge such. person with 
notice of whatenee- te 
ered, if he had uted such inquiry 
with reasonabte diligence.” 

In view of the evidence contained in the 
record, we find no error in the charge of the 
court to the jury, nor in overruling the de- 
fendant’s motion for a new trial. e theo- 
ry and legal effect of the verdict as under- 
stood by the court below appears tu have 
been that the jury, in finding for the com- 
‘plainant, intended to find that the defend- 
ant should be injoined from using its 
pipes on the complainant's premises, but 
should have the privilege of removing the 
same therefrom within ninety days atitsown 
expense without injury to the walls. The 
privilege of removing the gas-pipe from the 
com plainant’s premises within ninety days 
was intended for the defendant's benefit, 
but if itshould not think proper to avail 
itself of that privilege within ninety 
days, then, after the expiration of 
that time, inasmuch as the jury 
found in favor of the complainant, 
the legal intendment of that finding was in 
favor of the complainants prayer for an in- 
junction. In our judgment, the decree sub- 
stantially carries into effect the intention of 
the jury as ex pressed in their verdict, though 
that intention is somewhat vaguely ex- 
presséd. :

ut two cents above the market pricé; but I 
did think and speak hardly of plaintiff be-

madé.”” To all of Which testimony plaintiff 
ubjected, the admission, of which was one 
of the main grounds of error insisted on in 
the motion for a new trial which was over- 
ruled, and the question is was that evidence 
admissible? According to the ruling of 
this court in Bishop vs. The State, 9th Ga. 
rep, 121, the admission of that evidence was 
error. How far that evidence may have 
prejudiced the minds of the jury against 
the plaintiff in this closely contested case, 
it is impossible for us to know.

Georgia has been peculiarly fortunate in 
many most honorable and high-minded 
railroad men, yet it is always best to secure 
the — interest bySindependent safe- 
guards, 

In dealing with this problem, fortunately, 
we have the lightof both principles and ex- 
pericuce to “eres us. It has forced itself 
on. others before it was forced upon us. 
There are principles as old as the civil law 
and the common law, which, rightly ap- 
plied, govern the whoie matter. ‘These per- 
tained to the subject matter known in their 
days, of roads, bridges and ferries, of com- 
mon carriers, inn keepers and the like. 
fhere is much legisiation, and there have 
been treatises, judicial opinions, ete., to 
ihrow light on the subject. Political econ- 
omy, too, has grown more and more into a 
science capable of general application. Yet 
distinctions remain to be taken to fit the 
present exact case. 

The railroad experience also of the conti- 
nent and of Great Britain, of the north and 
west, of New York, Massachusetts, Illinois, 
etc.. is ours. It has grown into a considera- 
ble literatum. Our work is tosift it, and 
make special adaptation to our peculiari 
ties. Butitis no absolutely new question, 
although its phases are new. 

The two great controlling principles are 
competition and reg@&tion. 

Couipetition alone is inadequate, both in 
principle and as is proved by experience. 
The insufficiency of competition Was 
tersely expressed by Stephenson, ‘where 
combination ix possible competition is im- 
possi ble.”’ " 

Instantly m@aopoly intervenes, and with 
what result? | 

Monopoly, without regulation, is spolia- 
tion. 
Monopoly is the enevitable, result. If 
there be two lines, there will be either con- 
quest or combination, and either of these is 
monopoly. If one conquers the other, it 
can buy it out. There may be fluctuations, a 
warfare ruinous to,both roads, an 1 profitable 
chiefly to speculators for atime, but the end J 
is monopoly. Except between teriminos it 
is monopoly all the while, and the great 
body of the country lies between terminos. 
So conguest ends in monopoly. Pooling is 
monopoly; and the body of the business 
starts Out a continuous monopoly. 

In the’ present article we do not propose 
t compare the relations of the railroad sys- 
tem of a state toits public highways. Sav- 
ages begin with foot-paths, horse-paths, grad- 
ually with sleds and wheels, come cart-roads 
cleared, worked roads, macadamized roads, 
railroads. Bridges and ferries are needed. 
Tolls are regula:ed by law. 

The distinction between the older and 
the improved method in their re- 
lation to law we will hereafter consider. 
The great method of understanding 
& thing is to observe carefully its points of 
agreement and of difference with other 
things we are already familiar with. A 
comparison of the railroad with other 
means of transportation is therefore the 
best means of understanding them, com- 
yared with roads, bridges, ferries, water 
transportation, natural and artificial, by 
ocean, riverand canal. All these precede 
this in order of time and throw light apon 


it. 

The study of geography has changed. 
Navigable rivers have relatively lost their 
importance. The question now is not as to 
heads of navigation, but as to railroad- 
centers. ' 

Seaport a monopoly of navigable rivers 
conceded to a company in former days— 
would it have needed no regulation? A 
monopoly of the ocean! of ship-building! 
How isthe railroad distinguished from 
the factory, from the rolling mill, the great 
companies for ee and the like? 

It is important and instructive to study 
these distinctions, and it makes the right 
nd duty of regulation not only apparent, 
but imperative. 

The right of the state to regulate depends 
on principle and authority, and has, in 
kindred matters, been always exercised 
without dispute, as all history shows. 
England—free trade England—her states- 
men and political economists concede it. 
The extent of the regulation is matter of 
policy. 
The right is the original and inherent 
right of sovereignty, with which the state 
does not part, even as pertains to the land 
of the citizen. 
The argument we reserve as to the law* 
As to the question of nn ge its exer- 
cise will not crush enterprise. The right to 
regulate was reserved in Georgia in the code 
of 1863. It is reserved in the legislation of 
the north, and of Great Britain, It was in 
full operation when the overbuilding since 
1870 was going on. So much of answer to the 
idea of crushing enterprise. 
It is the interest of the railroads them- 
selves. It prevents intérnecine wars paid 
for by the stockholders. It prevents the 
ruin of a good road by an insolvent neigh. 
bor, It is the interest of all except that of 
unfaithful officials, who prey upon both the 
public and the owners. 
It is the public interest to check the 
enormous powers of virtually irresponsible 
individuals over transportation, over pro- 
duction, over legislation itself. It should not 
be in their power to set up one man and put 
down another, one town and another. 
The highest considerations of equity ob- 
tain; for the franchise is the gift of govern 
ment for public as well as private use. It 
takes private property for private and pub- 
lic use—ii restricts my and your right of 
investment, and so restricts competition. 
And it does this by terms of law, and by 
the magnitude of the enterprise; and, also, 
by the nature of the enterprise—peculiar, 
| because not transferable. o many of the 
roads, also the state right of taxation, (if it 
can really depart with it,) has also been re- 
linquished, 
The state, if it has no right to regulate, has 
also given to the railroads all the inventions 
and discoveries of the future. The compa- 
ny, in possession of the Iron road—shouid 
means of transportation at one-tenth of 
yfesent cost be devised—would reap all the 
nefits. The future belongs not 
to the public, nor to posterity, but to the 
corporation. 
o legislature is prophetic. Could it 
have been intended to surrender all the 
future thus? Hasour generation such a 
power to emasculate the state forever? - 
ape proper safeguards are to be provided. 
The railroad shareholders, not less than 
other individual citizens, are the objects of 
the state’s care. The most tender consider- 
ation is to be observed for actual rights. No 
rash or ill-considered legislation is rable. 
The constitution means justice for all 
alike. 
What, then, is the policy?
